Budget 

crunching

Henry County Superintendent Tim 
Abrams wants all students to have the 
same starting line when it comes to 
education. 

The Henry County Public School 
Board’s budget hasn’t changed much 
from the tentative budget set a few 
months ago. That budget projects 
this year’s revenue to be down by 
$711,083. 

The three main factors for this 
decrease: 3.4 percent decrease in state 
general fund revenue, a 27.9 percent 
decresease in federal general fund reve¬ 
nue, and a 60 percent in other reciepts, 
according to Abrams. 

“The state hasn’t cut funding for 
education, but it can be misleading,” 
Abrams said. “The state general fund 
is down with a lower base value per 
pupil. In 2011 and 2012 we received

Henry County 
residents part 
of Gen. John 
Hunt Morgan's 
Civil War escape 


Editor’s note: This is the second in a 
series looking at Henry County’s con¬ 
nections to the Civil War.

The Civil War divided just as 
many people in the county as it 
did in the state and nation. In 
this second article of a Civil War 
series, an escape involving two 
Henry County residents and the 
famed Confederate rogue officer 
John Hunt Morgan. 

A graduate of Transylvania 
University, Morgan reached fame 


after Gen. Braxton Bragg selected 
Morgan to lead a cavalry division 
into Kentucky. Bragg’s plan for 
Morgan’s rough riders includ¬ 
ed tormenting the Union sup¬ 
ply lines, disrupting railroads and 
depots. 

Morgan would receive instruc¬ 
tion and communication between 
Louisville and Nashville. 

Bragg gave Morgan mostly 
free reign to do as he saw fit 
but limited him to excursions in 
Kentucky. Bragg’s strategy saw 
Morgan’s diversion as a way to 
buy his troops time to retreat into 
Tennessee and gather with forces 


for a more decisive battle. 

According to first hand recol¬ 
lections by Brig. Gen. Basil W. 
Duke, Morgan decided early on 
that he had every intention to dis¬ 
obey Bragg’s orders to stay within 
Kentucky. 

Morgan relayed to Duke that 
the state of the Confederate 
Army’s situation called for dis-

than 100 people escaped 
through a tunnel dug 


in the company of rats 
that regularly climbed 
over the freedom seekers 
as they worked in shifts 
digging. 

In this week’s issue, I 
write about the escape 
of the Confederate Gen. 
John Hunt Morgan from 
an Ohio penitentiary. 
Morgan came across the 
Kentucky River on a 
ferry which most likely 
was either in Monterey 
or near Ghest. Morgan 
has always been a famed 
character for his rogue

military actions and the 
fact that he was so young 
39 when he was shot 
during a Union raid. 
Morgan’s escape back 
to Confederate lines 
brought him through the 
county with the aid of 
Judge Pryor who lived in 
the federal mansion on 
the right side of KY 5 5 
north of the courthouse. 
Pryor almost deserves his 
own story. He passed the 
bar at such a young age, 
his family is thought to 
have been influential in 


getting the law passed 
that changed the age 
limit to practice law in 
Kentucky. Pryor began 
practicing at 20. He 
was the son of Samuel 
Pryor who was a farmer 
near New Castle and, 
at one time, a sheriff of 
the county. Union offi¬ 
cers came to his house 
and were stalled as he 
escaped eventually to 
Canada. He sent for his 
family to join him there. 
He was later incarcerated 
in Ohio and President 


Abraham Lincoln grant¬ 
ed him permission to 
return home and prac¬ 
tice law in New Castle. 
A bust of Pryor sits in 
the Kentucky Appellate 
Court chamber. There 
are many unsung heroes 
in our county’s past and 
present. Johnston and 
Pryor are an example of 
brave Henry Countians 
that stood by their 
beliefs despite conse¬ 
quence or division.

Kentucky quells housing mar¬ 
ket crisis 

One of the most devastating 
aspects of the economic crisis that 
began gripping the country in 
2007 was the effect it had on the 
housing market. 

While Kentucky did not expe¬ 
rience the widespread declines 
felt mainly by states along 
the coasts, we were far from 
unscathed. According to the 
state’s Administrative Office of the 
Courts, there have been more than 
80,000 foreclosures over the last 
five years, and tens of thousands 
more households are just getting 
by or are “underwater,” meaning 
their mortgage is more than their 
home is now worth. 

Those facing foreclosure are 
not the only ones affected, 
either. Experts say these homes 
can bring down surrounding prop-

erty values by one or two percent, 
and the loss of taxes from these 
homes cuts into government and 
school budgets. At the same time, 
abandoned homes are more sus¬ 
ceptible to vandalism and thefts of 
such things as copper wiring. 

Earlier this summer, the 
Kentucky House of Representatives 
authorized a special task force to 
take a closer look at this issue and 
to see what the legislature can do 
to help. Its membership consists 
of 14 legislators who understand 
the issue well and who serve on the 
House committees that will handle 
any proposed legislation that would 
assist in alleviating this situation. 

For many affected homeown¬ 
ers, some relief is already under¬ 
way. Last month, for example, 
the Attorney General’s office 
announced that notices have 
gone out to more than 5,000 
qualified families who lost their 
homes between January 2008 
and December 2011. They will 
receive a combined $10.7 million 
as part of a $25 billion settlement 
Kentucky and most other states 
reached early this year with many 
of the country’s largest banks, 
which had been accused of improp¬ 
er foreclosure procedures. 

Qualified homeowners - those 
who had foreclosed loans or a 
short sale with Ally/GMAC, Bank 
of America, Citi Bank, JP Morgan 
Chase or Wells Fargo - should 
receive a notice by the middle 
of this month. If you think you 
qualify and have not gotten a 
notice, please call 1-866-430-8358 
between 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. More 
information about the settlement 
can be found at the Attorney 
General’s website: http://ag.ky. 
gov/mortgagesettlement/. The 
deadline to make a claim is Jan. 18, 
2° 13 . 

In addition to the $10.7 million 
going directly to these homeown¬ 
ers, the settlement also provides an 
additional $48 million for consum¬ 
er-protection programs and other 
housing assistance across the state. 

Although not tied to housing, 
another program designed to help 
Kentuckians who may be having 


trouble financially was announced 
by Governor Beshear last week. In 
this case, it would establish a 
tax amnesty period to give those 
who owe back taxes to the state a 
chance to pay without penalties and 
with half of the interest. Notices 
have been mailed to 168,000 tax¬ 
payers who have back taxes owed 
between Dec. 2001 and the end of 
Sept. 2011; those under criminal 
investigation, understandably, do 
not qualify. 

The amnesty program is only 
open this month and next, and 
those who don’t take advantage of 
it will face much steeper penalties. 

This is the third amnesty pro¬ 
gram the state has offered. The 
last one, in 2002, netted the state 
about $40 million from 23,000 
taxpayers, but the goal this year is 
$60 million.

$3,903 per pupil, now

The average daily atten¬ 
dance of 1,970 in 2011 to 
2012 compared to 2,004 
students in 2010 to 2011 
decreases state money. The 
other factor was a higher 
property value assessment 
than what was expected. 
The higher assessment on 
local property meant less 
money from the state. 

According to a study 


conducted by School 
Management Associates 
in 2011, from 2000 to 
2010 the districts popula¬ 
tion increased by a small 
amount: 356 people. The 
growth in the county is 
below the whole state. 


Surrounding county dis¬ 
tricts like Carroll, Gallatin 
and Trimble had a larger 
growth in number of chil¬ 
dren who attended school 
with Oldham County hav¬ 
ing the highest growth. The 
closest in lack of growth 
was Owen County. 

The study also looked at 
economic health of families 
with children and used data 
from the Kentucky Youth 
Advocates publication 
Kentucky Kids Count 2010 
edition. Children living in 


poverty in 2000 to 2008 
in Henry County reached 
33.1 percent compared to 
14 percent as whole for 
the entire state. Gallatin 
County had the highest at 
39.6 percent. The county’s 
poverty rate affects Abrams 
approach 
to his stu¬ 
dents’ edu¬ 
cation. 

“I want 
everyone to 
be on the 
same start¬ 
ing line,” 
Abrams 
said. “We 
have a full 
day of kin¬ 
dergarten 
and we 
offer a full 
day pre¬ 
school to all eligible stu¬ 
dents who meet the pov¬ 
erty line criteria. What we 
are seeing are those kids 
who go to preschool are 
exceeding their more afflu¬ 
ent fellow students.” 

Abrams said the district 
has made a great financial 
commitment to early child¬ 
hood education and it is 
paying off. Henry County 
is one of the few districts 
in the state to offer full day 
preschool despite being 
funded for a half day. 


“We spend $619, 846 
a year for preschool,” 
Abrams said. “This is 
the star in our crown. 
Kindergarten is costing the 
district about $500,000. If 
I went back to half day, I 
would save $200,000. Still 
it wouldn’t be education¬ 
ally sound. We tighten in 
our staffing to do this. It’s 
easier to get these kids off 
with a great educational 
foundation now in early 
childhood than later when 
they are in high school.” 

Another initiative to 
combat the problems stu¬ 
dents face in high school 
and middle school is 
the district’s Center for 
Educational Options pro¬ 
gram. 

The alternative educa¬ 
tion program provides an 
alternative for students who 
had difficulties in the tradi¬ 
tional school program. 

“Bill Webb runs our 
alternative education pro¬ 
gram. I am biased but I 
think it is one of the best 
programs in the state,” 
Abrams said. “We don’t 
sentence our kids to alter¬ 
native school. Whether it 
is a discipline problem or 
grade problem if they are 
referred by a teacher or 
parent they get interviewed 
to see if they truly want to 


learn and many students 
who would’ve otherwise 
dropped out of school 
have graduated because of 
this program.” 

Students do some 
coursework online and are 
instructed by teachers in 
a one room school house 
type setting. 

The majority of those 
students will not leave here, 
they will stay here and be 
productive citizens of our 
community,” Abrams said. 
“It’s an initiative we don’t 
have to do, but it is good 
for the community and 
our students. It costs us 
$200,000 and that is why 
funding is so important to 
schools.” 

Abrams said despite 
reductions the district has 
maintained an unrestricted 
reserve of $2.2 million, a 
12.9 percent contingency, 
of the 2012 - 2013 work¬ 
ing budget. The district 
will use $525,299 of its 
reserves. 

Abrams said other fac¬ 
tors will help the district in 
the future. 

“New Castle Elementary 
and Henry County High 
School are Energy Star 
classified buildings. We 
constantly stress saving 
energy in our schools,” 
Abrams said. “I sent out 


a notice to remind our 
schools to unplug appli¬ 
ances during our fall break. 
The district saved almost 
$27,000 last year and the 
board just issued a request 
for an energy savings con¬ 
tract for more savings in 
the future.” 

In a report, Abrams 
stressed that the Henry 
County Board of Education 
will focus on managing staff 
as personnel costs make up 
81 percent of the general 
fund budget. 

“We were able to cut five 
teaching positions and an 
instructional assistant posi¬ 
tion,” Abrams said. “These 
were through attrition we 
didn’t pink slip anyone and 
these positions will save 
the district over $200,000. 
You have to stay on top of 
your staffing. Many dis¬ 
tricts who have to let their 
teachers go not out of attri¬ 
tion will most likely real¬ 
ize they were overstaffed 
to begin with and it just 
caught up with them.”

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if they were stranded in 
the ocean,” Johnson said. 
“A little girl pulled out her 
iPod and told the teacher 
they couldn’t drink the 
water because she looked 
up what would happen if 
you drank the water.” 

Johnson said it is the 
information at their fin¬ 
gertips that will help stu¬ 
dents learn in a more effi¬ 
cient way within lessons. 
The elementary school 
has three computers per 
room and a computer lab 
in the library but barely 
enough time for students 
to get adequate time on 
the computers.

would go a long way for 
our 328 students.” 

Johnson considers this 
type of learning more 
engaging and allows stu¬ 
dents to incorporate many 
different types of disciplines 
into a given project. 

“Instead of giving them 
just math problems you 
give them a project of how 
to create your own videog¬ 
ame where they will have 
to use math in games like 
Angry Birds which would 
incorporate angles, physics 
and geometry, “ Johnson 
said. “They will be able to 
look graphics for history 
pieces and not wait to get 
on a computer to do it. 
They will take several dif¬ 
ferent forms of content and 
put it together instead just 
recalling answers. Many of 
my students many never 
get to see the art inside the 
Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, but this way they can 
see the art in it and study 
it.”

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would feign an attempt to 
capture Louisville, which 
Bragg suggested he should 
actually do but Morgan 
didn’t think practical, and 
cross into Indiana. 

Morgan planned to ter¬ 
rorize his way east into 
Ohio bringing paranoia 
to Cincinnati. Morgan 
thought this strategy would 
bring the most fear to the 
Union Army generals and 
split their tactics between 
the three states. 

Morgan knew his excur¬ 
sions could ultimately lead 
to his capture. His capture 
and imprisonment with 
Capt. Thomas Hines in an 
Ohio penitentiary lead him 
to Henry County. 

The Escape 

Union Gen. Burnside 
sent Morgan with 68 of his 
officers to the Ohio State 
Penitentiary in Columbus, 
Ohio. Hines and Morgan 
read in the local newspaper 
the train schedule and found 
a 1:15 a.m. departure for 
Cincinnati. Hines had found 
a tunnel underneath his cell 
covered by a few inches of 
cement with an air chamber 
leading outside. The escape 
involved many classic ele¬ 
ments. 

Hines had his sister in 
Kentucky mail him a book 
with train fare money hid¬ 
den in a flap. The hole 
dug in Hines’ cell was cov¬

ered by a satchel contain¬ 
ing his clothes, which was 
never moved nor inspect¬ 
ed. Morgan’s brother con¬ 
structed a linked ladder of 
bed ‘ticking.’ Hines paid a 
convict who was allowed to 
leave the prison money for 
a newspaper and six ounces 
of brandy. In Hines recollec¬ 
tion, “.. .He was quite an old 
man, called Heavy, had been 
in the penitentiary for many 
years, and as he had been 
so faithful, he was permit¬ 
ted to go on errands for the 
officials of the city,” Hines 
wrote. “Neither he nor any¬ 
one within the prison or on 
the outside had any intima¬ 


tion of our contemplated 
escape.” 

Hines and Morgan con¬ 
templated the schedule and 
found that they couldn’t 
make it to the Canadian bor¬ 
der on a train before their 
escape was discovered. Their 
only alternative was the train 
departing for Cincinnati. 

After escaping to the 
train station Hines and 
Morgan boarded the train 
for Cincinnati. Hines went 
to the rear of the train and 
Morgan took a seat by a 
Federal major in uniform. 
Morgan gave the major a 
drink of Hines’ brandy and 
the two, according to Hines, 


became more talkative at that 
point. When the train passed 
near the penitentiary’s wall, 
Hines wrote that the major 
remarked, cc .. .There is where 
the rebel General Morgan 
and his officers are put for 
safe keeping.” According to 
Hines, Morgan remarked, “ 
I hope they will keep him as 
safe as he is now.” 

After being delayed for 
an hour near Dayton, Ohio, 
the two jumped from the 
train near Ludlow Ferry on 
the Ohio River and crossed 
in a skiff. 

With the hour delay at the 
train station, prison officials 
who had learned of their 


escape telegraphed all possi¬ 
ble outlets offering a reward 
for Hines and Morgan and 
another six Confederates 
who escaped and went in 
other directions. 

Sympathizers in Northern 
Kentucky gave the two offi¬ 
cers horses and they traveled 
from Florence with infor¬ 
mation from a Dr. Dulaney 
on the safest route for their 
escape. They spent the night 
in Union and left Nov. 29th 
with a guide which led them 
through Gallatin to Owen 
where they spent another 
night near the county line. 

The Confederate offi¬ 
cers traveled through 
New Liberty and crossed 
the Kentucky River at the 
ferry on the road to New 
Castle, according to Hines 
which may have been near 
Monterrey and Gest. On 
Dec. 1st, Hines wrote that 
the guide traveled with them 
as far as the ferry. The two 
escapees traveled to Pollard’s 
Inn , now on present day US 
421, where they arrived at 2 
a.m. In Hines account, the 
two proceeded with caution 
not knowing the ‘politics’ of 
Mr. Pollard. 

Pollard led the men into 
the family room of the 
inn where the Cincinnati 
Enquirer rested on the table. 
Hines deduced that since 
Pollard took the newspa¬ 
per it was sufficient evidence 
that he was a Southern sym¬ 
pathizer. The exchange was 
written by Hines as follows: 

“I see that General 
Morgan, Hines and other 
officers escaped from the 


penitentiary,” He responded, 
“Yes; and you are Captain 
Hines, are you not?” 

I replied “Yes; and what is 
your name?” 

“Pollard,” he answered. 

“Allow me, then, to intro¬ 
duce General Morgan.” 

Pollard furnished the fugi¬ 
tives with cattle whips so 
they could disguise them¬ 
selves as cattle buyers. The 
pair didn’t want to raise sus¬ 
picions given the inn was on 
a busy public highway. The 
two headed to Judge W. S. 
Pryor’s house, the federal 
style home sits not far from 
the courthouse, then consid¬ 
ered to be on the outskirts 
of New Castle. After dinner, 
Hines wrote the judge rode 
with them to another guide 
who, “...conducted us that 
night to Major Helm’s, 
near Shelbyville, where we 
remained during the day of 
the 2nd, and were joined by 
four of our command in citi¬ 
zen’s dress,” Hines wrote. 

The officers traveled to 
Taylorsville and then arrived 
in Bardstown on Dec. 3. 
Hines and Morgan crossed 
the Cumberland River into 
Tennessee near Burkesville. 
Hines and Morgan would 
be separated trying to pass 
over a mountain region near 
Kingston, Tennessee when 
Hines, searching for a guide, 
was captured by a Union 
Cavalry unit. Hines escaped 
and he and Morgan both 
rejoined Confederate lines 
by the end of the month.

My cousin Rickie was 
a born hunter. He was 
only two years old when 
he made his first solo 
hunt. Sometime during 
the morning, he left home 
wearing only his diaper and 
was accompanied by his 
dad’s two hunting dogs. 
Shortly after he left, he was 
missed. 

His mother, my Aunt 
Frankie, thinking that 
he had to be somewhere 
nearby, called for him. 
When he didn’t answer, she 
looked around the yard and 
then in the tool shed. Not 
finding him, she walked 
into the edge of the nearby 
field. Again she called, 
“Rickie!” In a panic, she 
rushed to get her husband, 
my Uncle Rayvon, from a 
nearby field. 

Within an hour, all our

family members and neigh¬ 
bors had formed a search 
party and started walking 
through the fields and 
checking a nearby drainage 
ditch. Morning gave way 
to afternoon. A local crop 
duster took to the air, flying 
again and again over the 
fields hoping he would spot 
him. By late afternoon, the 


searchers regrouped and 
started methodically work¬ 
ing their way back through 
the rows of soybeans and 
cotton that surrounded the 
house. 

Near sunset, one of the 
searchers came running 
back to house calling for 
my uncle. “Rayvon, we’ve 
found him, but we can’t 
get to him.” They couldn’t 
get to him because the two 
dogs would not allow any 
stranger to touch their boy. 
Within minutes, Rickie, 
carried by his dad, and the 
dogs were home. It wasn’t 
the last time Rickie would 
be lost. 

Rickie was a hunter all his 
life. He became an expert 
marksman, equally deadly 
with gun or bow. He 
didn’t hunt to kill game. 

He hunted to kill only the 


game he would eat. He 
once intrigued me with an 
hour-long account of hav¬ 
ing stalked one particular 
turkey until the season 
opened. “On opening day 
of the season, I crawled on 
my belly for what seemed 
like forever until I got the 
perfect shot,” he told me. 
Smiling, he added, “We ate 
that turkey.” 

In early adulthood, 
Rickie mounted his Harley 
and road off the farm 
and joined a motorcycle 
gang, The Pharaohs, who 
were in those years noto¬ 
rious in Missouri and 
Arkansas. Drugs and alco¬ 
hol became regular parts 
of his life. While he did 
eventually come home to 
resume farming, he never 
parted company from the 
Pharaohs. At least one of 


the Pharaohs was killed for 
breaking the gang’s rules. 
Some of the others were 
arrested and imprisoned. 
Lost as Rickie was in that 
world, he somehow avoided 
being arrested and convict¬ 
ed of any major crimes. He 
never left the gang, though 
as the members aged their 
activities became less notori¬ 
ous. 

Rickie died Sept. 19 
from either an overdose or 
from bad drugs. It doesn’t 
matter. The lifestyle he 
adopted claimed his life at 
the age of 57. 

Fifty to 60 of the 
Pharaohs came to his 
funeral, mingling with a 
couple of hundred “nor¬ 
mal” mourners. A couple 
of the Pharaohs participated 
in the service along with 
a life-long friend who had 


become a minster. The 
Pharaoh’s covered his casket 
with their flag; they pulled 
his casket to the cemetery 
on a homemade wagon 
hitched to a Harley; and 
after the service ended, they 
filled his grave. They took 
care of their own. 

My cousin Rickie lost his 
way; but in his “lostness,” 
he was embraced by a band 
of brothers who were there 
for him. The Pharaohs’ 
lifestyle has little to com¬ 
mend it. Their commit¬ 
ment to each other has 
much to commend it. 

The Apostle Paul wrote, 
“Bear ye one another’s bur¬ 
dens, and so fulfill the law 
of Christ” (Galatians 6:2, 
KJV). From the Pharaohs’ 
care of my cousin, we who 
bear the name “Christian” 
should take a lesson.

Safely store and dispose of prescription medications 


The week of Sept. 23-29, 
The Partnership at Drugffee. 
org launched the Medicine 
Abuse Project, a multi-year 
effort to raise public aware¬ 
ness about and curb pre¬ 
scription drug abuse. Most 
of us will take a prescription 
medication at some point in 
our lives. Its important to 
remember that medicine a 
doctor prescribes you is only 
intended for your use. 

Here are some tips for 
safely storing medication: 

• Keep all medications 
and vitamins in a safe loca¬ 
tion, away from small chil¬ 
dren, who might mistake it 
for candy, and out of sight 
of others, who might want

to abuse it. 

• Keep medicines in a 
container or box that can 
be locked. Make sure to put 
the key in a separate, secure 
place. 

• Always remember to put 
your medicines back in their 
storage container after each 
use. Make sure all medicine 
bottle caps are secure. 


• Sometimes you have 
leftover medication. One 
of the safest ways to prop¬ 
erly dispose of medication 
is through take-back pro¬ 
grams, which give individu¬ 
als an opportunity to bring 
their unused medication to 
a central location for proper 
disposal. Here in Henry 
County Sheriff Danny 


Cravens runs a Drug Take 
Back Box program. You 
can simply put any medica¬ 
tions you want to get rid 
of in a bag and drop by 
the Sheriff’s office (now 
located in the old Health 
Department Building 
in New Castle). Cravens 
reported that just this week 
they were able to turn more 
than 35 pounds of medica¬ 
tions to the DEA. Normal 
hours at the Sheriff’s office 
are Mondays 8 a.m. to 6 
p.m., and Tuesday through 
Fridays 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
But right now due to the 
tax season they also have 
extended hours. Cravens 
also wanted everyone to 


know that if for some reason 
you do not have transporta¬ 
tion to get to the Sheriff’s 
office you can gather your 
old medications up and call 
them and they will send a 
Deputy out to pick them 
up. 

In addition here are some 
guidelines to ensure safe dis¬ 
posal at your home: 

• Remove prescriptions 
from their original contain- 


• Mix drugs with a 
substance that would be 
undesirable to people and 
animals. Good examples 
would be cat litter or coffee 
grounds. If the medication 
is a liquid, dilute it with 


water. If the medication is in 
pill form, crush and dilute it 
with water. 

• Put the mixture into a 
disposable container or plas¬ 
tic bag, seal and place in the 
trash. 

• Remove or cover all 
personal information on the 
prescription bottle before 
recycling or throwing it 
away.

Sophomore bounces back 
after one bad hole

All it took was one bad hole. 

One bad hole and Mackenzie 
Peyton’s goal of shooting in the 
70s for a top-10 finish in the 
KHSAA state golf tournament 
was dashed. 

On the par-3 11 th hole, Peyton 


shot a 9. But she regained her 
composure, and finished the 
round with an 81, which put her 
in 20 th place. 

Despite the bad hole, she fin¬ 
ished eight spots and eight strokes 
better than last year, when she 
shot a two-day total of 168. 

Teammate Maddie Hensley 
also competed in the tourna¬ 
ment, shooting a 98 in the first 
round. That 98, unfortunately, 
was not enough to make the cut 
to play in the second round. 

“The experience of playing 


in the state tournament at such 
a young age can be nothing 
but positive for Maddie,” Coach 
William Peyton said. “I think she 
really felt nervous on the first tee 
Tuesday when they announced 
her name and school. This was 
the first time. She has already 
started talking about playing in 
some of the summer golf tourna¬ 
ments. 

“Both girls played in a steady 
drizzle all morning on Tuesday,”

The 2-point 
conversion failed and the 
Warriors had a 12-0 lead. 

But Bracken struck back 
quickly as the Warriors had 
a breakdown in the kick¬ 
off return coverage and the 
Polar Bears scored on a long 
return with 4:06 left in the 
half. 

After Eminence failed to 
move the ball into the end 
zone on their next posses¬ 
sion, Bracken County drove

down field and scored on 
a 17-yard touchdown pass 
with just 26 seconds remain¬ 
ing. The extra-point attempt 
was good and the Warriors 
found themselves down at 
halftime 13-12. 

The second half was a 
defensive battle as both 
teams moved the ball some 
but found it difficult to get 
into scoring position. The 
lone second-half score came 
on a Justin Mitchell 3-yard 
run with 4:45 left in the 
third quarter.

“Bracken had 11 seniors 
and some good young kids,” 
he said “They are much bet¬ 
ter than they used to be. 
They’ve just improved across 
the board.” 

Frommeyer also talked 
about the balance in his 
offense. “We strive to be 
a balanced offensive team,” 
he said. “The numbers were 
pretty good but we didn’t 
finish our drives. There were 
probably three more drives 
we should have scored on. 
Brandon Mitchell had 9 
catches for 148 yards and 
Justin Mitchell was 16-33 
for 241 yards with 2 touch¬ 
down passes and a rushing 
touchdown.”

he said. “The course was 
soaked and the greens each 
seemed to putt different. 
We have been here two 
years before and this is the 
first time they did not get 
the first round completed. 
Many players had to come 
back and finish Wednesday 
morning. That put quite a 
hardship on a few people 
who had to wait to see if 
they made the cut to play 
on Wednesday.” 

When rounds were com¬ 
pleted Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, Hensley had missed 
the cut but Peyton had 
made it easily. Her first- 
round 79 put her in a tie 
for 10th place heading into 
the final round. 

Wednesday couldn’t 
have been more different 
for the players as the sun 
shone brightly all day and 
a steady breeze made the 
course fairly dry. 

Peyton had reached her 
goal on Tuesday of shoot¬ 
ing in the 70’s despite 
the rough conditions. 
Wednesday, she set her 
sites on another round in 
the 70’s and a top 10 fin¬ 
ish. 

Peyton started strong on 
her first two holes. After 
making par on the first 
hole, she hit a great drive 
and an even better second 
shot to get within three 
feet on the par-5 2nd hole. 
She rolled the short putt in 
for eagle. 

After making bogey on 
the third hole and par on 
the 4th hole, Peyton came 
to the par- 5 5th hole and 
had a big decision to make. 
She could hit her driver a 
long way and risk out of 
bounds on the right or play 
it safe with the 3-wood and 
go for accuracy. She chose 
to go for it with the driver 
and even though she eas¬ 


ily outdrove her playing 
partners, the ball sailed out 
of bounds. She had to take 
the penalty and hit again. 
She managed to get the 
ball on the green but had a 
long, quick putt for bogey. 
The putt was dead center, 
but hard, and the ball hit 
the back of the cup and 
bounced out. She had to 
settle for double-bogey. 

She then went par, 
bogey, par, par to finish 
out the front 9. Her 9-hole 
total was 2-over and put 
her in position to accom¬ 
plish her goal. She started 
the back 9 with a par on 
10 and then came to the 
hole that nearly blew her 
round apart. 

It was the short, par-3 
11th hole. 

Bunkers on each side 
guarded the green. 

Peyton landed in the 
right bunker on her tee 
shot. From there the bun¬ 
kers took a toll. 

She ended up with a 9 
on the hole and now stood 
at 8-over with seven holes 
to play. 

Needless to say, the hole 
was rough for the 15-year 
old to shake off, but she 
did just that. 


She came back with a par 
on the next hole to right 
the ship. After a bogey on 
the next par-3, she got her 
focus back, along with her 
sense of humor. 

“On 14 I just said to 
myself, That’s one bad hole 
for the year, don’t worry 


about it,’ then I got to 
where I was joking about 
it with (Coach Peyton),” 
she said. 

“Then I was thinking if I 
blew up in front of Maddie 
(Hensley, who stayed to 
watch Peyton’s second 
round) that would be bad. 


I didn’t want to act like 
that in front of her.” 

Peyton played steady for 
the rest of her round and 
even dealt with adversity 
on the final hole of the day. 
The 18th hole is a par-5 
with a narrow landing area. 
It has a fairway bunker on 
the right and trees to the 
left. On Tuesday, Peyton 
had made double-bogey 
on it. On Wednesday, her 
tee shot went right and 
landed in the bunker. 

The look she gave her 
grandfather and coach was 
one of fear mixed with 
bemusement. She took a 
long time to figure out 
what she wanted to do and 
then hit the ball cleanly 
out of the bunker. But 
just in front of the bunker 
some low-hanging branch¬ 
es from a large tree caught 
her ball and left her short 
of her normally lengthy 
2nd shots. She now had 
to contend with another 
tree and if she hoped to 
make par, she would have 
to avoid the trees and get 
on the green. But the ball 
again brushed the upper 
limbs and came up short. 

On her fourth shot, she 
chipped it to about 12 feet. 


She now had a long putt 
to save par. Peyton calmly 
stepped up to the ball and 
rolled it in to finish the 
day at 81. It was a remark¬ 
able feat considering the 
emotions that must have 
been running through her 
head. 

The day after the tour¬ 
nament, after having time 
to digest the event, Peyton 
took a positive outlook. 

“I felt like I played pret¬ 
ty good,” she said. “I felt 
like I reached my goal of 
shooting in the 70’s on 
the first day. And other 
than that one bad hole and 
the last three on day one, I 
played pretty good, espe¬ 
cially putting. 

“I putted awesome and 
hit the ball well. On the 
second hole that I eagled, 
I hit my hybrid club as well 
as I could hit it.” 

And that one hole on 
Wednesday? “It wasn’t 
frustration really. It was 
more like embarrassment 
because it was at the state 
tournament,” she said, “It 
helped to hit a good drive 
on the next hole and get 
par.” 

Her grandfather, and 
coach, was proud of the 
way she bounced back. 
“Mackenzie did not quite 
reach her goal of a top 10 
finish but she still improved 
to number 20 from last 
year,” he said. “160 girls 
played in the tournament 
and to reach number 20 
is very good. We are very 
proud of Mackenzie and 
the way she bounced back 
from probably one of the 
worst holes of golf she has 
ever played.” 

With the possibility of 
two more state tourna¬ 
ments in her future, Peyton 
will have a chance to erase 
the memory of that one 
bad hole. After her perfor¬ 
mance on the 18th hole, 
she may just be made of 
the stuff to do that.

ORDINANCE 2012-03 

AN ORDINANCE IMPOSING AD VALOREM 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF CAMPBELLSBURG, 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF CAMPBELLSBURG, KENTUCKY, AS 
FOLLOWS, TO WIT: 

An ad valorem tax on all real estate located 
within the City of Campbellsburg, Kentucky is hereby 
imposed and shall be taxed at a rate of 18.2% cents 
per $100.00 assessed value for the tax year 2012. 

An ad valorem tax on personal property/tangible 
located within the City of Campbellsburg, Kentucky 
is hereby imposed and shall be taxed at the rate of 
28.5% cents per $100.00 assessed value for the tax 
year 2012. 

An ad valorem tax on all motor vehicles and water¬ 
craft vehicles located within the City of Campbellsburg, 
Kentucky is hereby imposed and shall be taxed at the 
rate of 24.2% cents per $100.00 assessed value for 
the tax year 2012.
